Never A Night Off 
For Ambulance Corps

Four hundred and one times last year 
Crawford County Ambulance Corps mem- 
bers climbed into ambulances to speed to 
emergencies ranging from car accidents 
with 10 persons injured to overdoses and 
heart attacks. 

Every other night of the year - sometimes 
in rain, fog, 20-below temperatures, or three 
feet of snow - one of two ambulance crews 
are on call from 5 p.m. to 7 a.m. with ail 
Corps members on call during the day. The 
crew supposedly having a night off can’t 
stray too far from their pagers, however. 
Often the second team will be called out 
before the first crew returns or sometimes 
two ambulances will be needed at once. 

Why would anyone join the corps? 

“The whole thing comes down to enjoying 
helping others,’ Corps member Raxann 
Adams said. 

“It gives you a good feeling of satisfaction 
when you’re walking down the street and 
you see someone you’ve helped out,” said 
Corps member Robert Kelly. 

‘Sometimes we wonder why we do it when 
it’s two in the morning and you're walking 
through three feet of snow in some ditch,” 
said John Wilcox, a member of the Corps 
since 1975 when it was formed. ‘‘But then 
you know it’s worth it when someone comes 


up and thanks you saying he might have 


been a cripple for the rest of his life without 
your help.” 

Ambulance Corps members put in long 
long hours even before they start making 
emergency runs. Fifty to sixty hours of ad- 
vanced First Aid must be taken to be a 
licensed ambulance attendant. One hundred 
and forty hours of additional training must 
be taken to become an Emergency Medical 
Technician (.M.T.) and state law requires 
each ambulance to have one E.M.T. init. 

Of the 14-member Crawford County Am- 
bulance Corps, nine are E.M.T.’s and five 
are licensed ambulance attendants. Four of 
the five licensed attendants are currently 
taking E.M.T, training coordinated by Tony 
Doremire, director of the Crawford County 
Ambulance Corps. Deremire said the 140 
hours of training includes 56 hours of class- 
room work instruction by physicians, 28 
hours of instruction from other 
professionals in the medical field, and 12 


hours of practical work in an emergency 
room. 

Doremire says the training is necessary to 
deal with multiple accident scenes and other 
tough situations. 

“People without training tend to have 
tunnel vision and get hysterical at bad ac- 
cident scenes,” Doremire said. ‘“‘The 140 
hours of training teaches you what to do 
whether there’s one person hurt of ten.” 

Doremire said E.M.T.’s are taught 
“triage,” a practice of looking at all the vic- 
tims first and treating the most serious 
cases first. 

“You still go through the same procedure 
whether there’s three persons or twelve 
hurt.”’ 

One of the worst things to happen at an 
accident scene, he said, is to have a good 
Samaritan come along and move a injured 
person out of an automobile. 

“Many people think if the spinal cord 
hasn’t been severed in the accident then it’s 
okay to move them. But by moving the per- 
son a back injury can then sever the spinal 
cord.” 

‘We'd rather find people still in the car 
then have them moved or craw] out, People 
would be amazed at the number of persons 
we find at accidents walking around with 
serious injuries. It’s gotten to the point now 
where if there is someone walking around at 
an accident scene we usually wind up treat- 
ing them first.” 

He said the police will often sit people in 
the patro! car after an accident just to get 
them calmed down sitting in one place so 
they don’t injure themselves further. 

Doremire said the toughest ambulance 
runs he’s went on were aiding cross-country 
skiers in snow too deep for a sheriff dept.’s 
snowmobile and helping carrying an ORV 
rider a half mile out of the woods on a back- 
board in 95-degree heat. 

Wilcox said one of his first ambulance 
runs was one of the toughest. He and two 
auxiliary policemen were the first ones to a 
Serious accident invelving a 16-year-old. 
The boy lived but lost his leg. 

Doremire said each ambulance member 
has his own certain type of run he dislikes, 
but every ambulance crew member he 
knows hates accidents involving children.

State Reviews Crawford 
Transit Building Plan

The Michigan Dept. of 
Transportation is reviewing 
a Crawford County proposal 
for a $623,704 transit depot to 
be located at the Grayling 
McNamara Airport. The en- 
tire cost of the 15,300-square- 
foot building would be paid 
by the federal and state 
government if the proposal 
is approved by both levels of 
government. 

The proposed building 
would house the entire fleet 
of Dial-A-Ride buses and 
provide maintenance 
facilities. Included in the 


building would be a com- 
munication room, offices, 
and a waiting room for bus 
passengers and possibly air- 
port passengers. 

Bob Palmer presented the 
proposal at a public hearing 
held November 8 at the coun- 
ty commission board 
meeting and no objections 
were recorded against the 
proposal). 

Robert Chappel, head of 
the Crawford County Trans- 
portation Authority, said the 
proposal is only in the 
preliminary stage - no build- 
ing plans have been drawn. 


He said actual architectural” 
plans could cost as much as 

$30,000 and would be. in- 
cluded in the 75 percent. 
federal and 25 percent state 

funding. Right now, he said, 

just the time and effort of 

Palmer and others have 

been invested in a chance of 

obtaining the transit build- 

ing.

Agree 
has applied to the EDC for

nesday, November 30, from 
2:30 to 3:30 p.m. during a 
regular meeting of the Craw- 
ford County Board of Com- 
missioners. 


Agree Development an- 
nounced earlier they plan- 
ned to break ground before 
January and have the store 
open by summer. The store 
will cover 52,320 square feet - 
about the same size as the 
Gaylord store — and is ex- 


pected to gross $5 million in 
sales in a year. Agree 
Development said they are 
not seeking any local tax 
abatement which means the 
store will add about $65,000 
in taxes to local units. 


Jim Weiner, from Agree 
Development, said K-Mart 
expects to hire most em- 
ployees from the Grayling 
area. K-Mart will announce 
60 to 90 days before the store 
opens when they will be ac- 
cepting applications. 


County Officials Asked 
About Voluntary Cut

All elected, appointed, and 
salaried county employees 
are being asked by county 
commissioners for commen- 
ts on a volunteer pay cut. 

In a letter to all county 
officials, county com- 
missioners asked for their 
reactions to a volunteer pay 
cut of one day'a month to 


help balance the county bud- 
get. 

Commissioner Don Welser 
proposed the volunteer pay 
cuts at the November 8th 
commissioners’ meeting 
saying the 1984 proposed 
budget is way out of balance 
and a lot of expenses are in 
payrolls. 

He said a volunteer pay 


cut for officials would hit the 
top of the pay scale instead 
of at the bottom, the workers 
who usually suffer i in budget 
crunches. He said a volun- 
teer pay cut would be better 
than lay-offs. 

The cuts are proposed to 
be voluntary to avoid con- 
flict with laws governing 
salaries of elected officials.

In verses 23 and 24 Paul 
shares with the saints of 
Rome his desire and plans to 
visit them that they might 
have opportunity for mutual 
sharing in his ministry. “But 
now having no more place in 
these parts, and having a 
great desire these many 
years to come unto you: 
Whensoever I take my jour- 
ney into Spain, I will come to 
you: for I trust to see you in 
my journey, and to be 
brought on my way thither- 
ward by you, if first I be 
somewhat filled with your 
company.’’ 

There are a number of 
things we can learn from this 
physical gift from the Gen- 
tile churches to the poor 
saints of Jerusalem. 

1. It was a Christian 
ministry. ‘“‘But now I go unto 
Jerusalem to minister unto 
the saints.’’ Romans 15:25. 

2. It was a voluntary 
ministry of gratitude and 
joy. “For it hath pleased 
them of Macedonia and 
Achaia to make a certain 
contribution for the poor 
saints which are at 
Jerusalem.’ Romans 15:26. 

3. It was an obligation or 
debt because of the spiritual 
ministry of the Jews to them. 
“It hath pleased them 
verily; and their debtors 
they are. For if the Gentiles 


have been made partakers of § 


their spiritual things, their 


duty is also to minister unto- 


them in carnal things. - 
Romans 15:27. 

Perhaps it would be wise 
for us to pause as Americans 
and consider the debt we owe 
the nation of Israel for the 
spiritual blessings we have 
today which came through 
God’s chosen people. It was 
through the nation of Israel 
that we received the Word of 
God in print. Our Bibles 
were first written down and 
preserved by Jews, both in 
the Old Testament by the 
nation of Israel, and in the 


New Testament by Jews in | 
Our Lord . 
Jesus Christ, the Jewish | 


the churches.

An incesont betwee House and 
Senate legislators and the Executive 
Office has been reached on spending 
the disputed $42.6 million between 
workfare and energy programs, 

Representative David Hollister 
{(D-Lansing), one of the leading 
legislators in the negotiations, said 
the agreement was reached on “good 
faith’’ between the different sides 
and said ‘‘there shouldn’t be any 
major controversy’ approving the 
legislation. 

Representative Ralph Ostling (R- 
Roscommon), the other principal 
negotiator from the House side, told 
his Republican colleagues that while 
legislators got ‘‘sucked into’’ nego- 
tiations with the Senate on the 
proposal, it ‘‘is as close as we can get 
. while keeping some personal credi- 
bility and credence." 

The proposal will employ a portion 
of the Senate Republican proposal 
“MOST” plan (Michigan Oppor- 
tunity and Skills Training) which 
will cost approximately $8 million in 
general funds. The MOST portion 
will include education and job train- 
ing for welfare recipients. 

The proposal will also include a 
neighborhood works program, which 
House Fiscal Agency officials said 
will cost approximately $13.1 
million. 

Participants in the program would 
be paid minimum wage, Hollister 
said, and while the program will not 
be punitive, persons refusing to par- 
ticipate will be subject to current 
sanctions and cut off from three 
months of benefits. 

The program does not include an 
emphasis on workfare done by 
private firms, however, which is 
what House Republicans had want- 
ed. 

Ostling said a pilot private firm 
program will be included in the 
package. A bill recently approved in 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee would center the workfare com- 
ponent largely on private firms per- 
forming home-

The energy portion of the agreed 
upon package will provide shutoff 
protection for some 42,000 recipien- 
ts, while permitting “‘vendoring”’ of 
utility grants directly to the utility 
companies. 

Home _ weatherization projects 
would be performed by community 
agencies that would hire welfare 
recipients, but no figure on how 
much the program will cost has been 
agreed to, Hollister reported. 

Negotiations have been in 
progress since early summer, when 
the House and Senate failed to reach 
accord on the $42.6 million and 
agreed to hold the issue over until an 
agreement was reached. 

The 42.6 million was initially pro- 
posed by Governor Blanchard as 
welfare grant level increases but the 
House converted the figure to utility 
shutoff protection while the Senate 
insisted it be used for workfare. 

Suit Filed Against 
BASF Wyandotte 

‘A promise by BASF Wyandotte 
to charge the movement of contam- 
inated groundwater near its North 
and South Works plant failed to 
avoid a lawsuit filed by Attorney 
General Frank Kelley demanding 
the company clean up the pollution. 

A June, 1981, sampling by the 
Department of Natural Resources 
found 16 toxic and carcinogenic 
chemicals in eight soil and ground- 
water sites. 

The contaminated water flows to 
the Detroit River and ultimately to 
Lake Erie, Kelley said when he 
threatened on August 29 to file suit 
in U.S. District Court in Detroit if 
the immediate cleanup was not 
begun and dumping of nazerdous 
chemicals halted. 

Kelley said the company’s pro- 
posed study to chart groundwater 
movement “‘is a logical first step. I 
am disappointed, however, that the 
company won't make a firm commit- 
ment to clean up the contamination 
which it ecmutss is presente on these

What's So Special?

“I’ve worked with Robert 
for hours and he still writes a 
“d” instead of a ‘‘b’’, said his 
first grade teacher. ‘‘He’s so 
active’’, his mother remark- 
ed. “‘He never watches a 
television program from 
start to finish. Always in 
motion. It makes me tired 
justtowatchhim”. — 

“There’s nothing wrong 
with that boy!’’ Robert’s 
father told me emphatically. 
“He’s only seven years old 
and he can just about take 
the lawn mower apart and 
put it back together without 
any help from me. Anyway, I 
didn’t do too well in school 
when I was young, but I out- 
grew it.” 

These comments are typi- 
ca. Robert has a learning 
disability. He first came to 
special education last fall af- 
ter struggling through kin- 
dergarten and junior 
primary. In the readiness 
class, before going to first 
grade, he was puzzled as he 
tried to learn to read and 
write the alphabet. How 
could ‘‘b’” become “d’’, or 
“Dp” or a just by chang- 
ing its position on the paper? 
And doesn’t ‘‘was” look just 
like ‘“‘saw’’? After two years 
in school, he excells in math, 
but still has made little 
progress in learning to read. 

Robert isn’t retarded. He 
isn’t a ‘“‘slow learner’’. There 
‘is nothing -wrong with his 


vision or hearing. He is not: 


emotionally disturbed, 
although he could develop 
signs of emotional problems 
if he did not have patient, 
caring parents and teachers 
who accept and understand 
his problem. 

Robert won’t improve in 
school by doing more home- 
work each night. It won't 
help to withhold privileges 
when he does poorly on an 
assignment. Demanding 
adults won’t help him do bet- 
ter. It is tempting to say ‘“‘I 
know he’s smart and could 
do it if he tried’, but he 
can’t. No amount of pressure 
from adults can help. 

Yet, Robert can learn to 
read. Special teachers who 
know how to work with child- 
ren who are learning 
disabled are employed in 
every public school in our 
area. By trying other, 
perhaps non-traditional 
methods, the school 
psychologist and special 
teacher can learn about 
Robert’s strengths. If you 
visit the special education 
room, you may see him

making his eyes to go left to 
right across the page, or 
doing his spelling on the 
floor, lying on something 
that looks like a big wedge of 
cheese. 

About five percent of the 
school age population is 
learning disabled. Three out 
of four are boys. Many 
report that other family 
members had similar prob- 
lems in school. Outside of 
school, they have few prob- 
lems succeeding in sports, or 
family activities. Sometimes 
their school problems center 
on math or handwriting, 
rather than reading. Some of 
them will “outgrow” the 
problem around age twelve 
to fifteen. Some will have to 
find different ways to cope 
with learning disability for 
the rest of their tives. All of 
them can learn, 

If you know a child or adult 
under age 26, who may be 
learning disabled, he or she 
can be helped. Call your 
school principal or the 
C.0.0.R. - Intermediate 
School District.
